The  admission  scores  listed  in 
Table  1  are  for  the  1,102  cadets  whose  admission  was  based  on  the  CbtK,  while  Tables  2 
and  3  are  for  the  3b7  cadets  whose  admission  was  based  on  American  College  Test  scores.
